Laid down in September, 1916, at 
Messrs. John Brown and Compaty’s 
Clydebank Yards, the Hood was 
launched in August, 1918, and com- 
pleted in March two years later.

In announcing the King’s arrival in 
Egypt, Associated Press says that King 
George, after escaping German para- 
chute troops and air attacks, sent a 
message to his people urging them to 
continue the fight. 

During their seventy-two-hour trek 
over rugged mountains 7,000 feet high 
the Royal party slept in caves with 
shepherds. 

They were fired on by Greek patrols, 
who mistook them for German para- 
chutists. No one was injured, and they 
embarked from the southern shore of 
the island. 

Parachutists landed a short distance 
from the King several times, and the 
perty reveatedly saw machine-gunning 
from the air, but were not directly 
under fire. Wearing a steel helmet, the 
King often jumped into trenches. He 
was described as being in the highest 
spirits throughout the journey. 


THE EMBARKATION 


Major-General T. G. Heywood, head 
of the British Military Mission to 
Greece, and Colonel J. S. Blunt, former 
British Military Attaché in Greece, 
assisted the Royal party to embark 
safely.

DECISION TO LEAVE

impossible for us to keep in touch 
either with the remaining members of 
our Government or with the Allied 
Command. 

“ We later discovered that the mili- 
tary and civil authorities had also tried 
without success to communicate with 
us. We, therefore, pursued our journey 
towards the mountains. After careful 
examination, in concert with our re- 
sponsible advisers, of the situation thus 
created, we became convinced that our 
continued presence in Crete would 
handicap the conduct of military opera- 
vions.

The Battle for Crete 


The most stubbornly contested battle of 
the war is in full swing. Since last 
Tuesday German parachutists and other 
air-borne troops have been descending 
upon the island of Crete, where they have 
met with fierce resistance from the 
garrison of British, Imperial and Greek 
soldiers. The tide of battle, so far as is 
revealed by the brief and uncommunicative 
reports, appears to be ebbing and flowing. 
There is no doubt that the Germans have 


part of the island, but it is uncertain how 
much actual territory is under their 
control. Hitherto most of the fighting has 
been of a hand-to-hand nature, but within 
the last couple of days the aircraft of both 
nations have begun to play an increasing 
part. German bombers have administered 
severe punishment to the three towns—all 
three of which, accordingly, may ‘be 
regarded as still in Allied occupation—of 


Canea, Heraklion and Retimo, while 
British long-range bombers, evidently 
operating from Egypt, have been 


retaliating upon the German troops at 
Maleme. Meanwhile, a series of engage- 
ments seems to be taking place at sea; 
but, while the Germans claim to have 
driven the British Navy from tho waters 
north of Crete, there is no evidence that 
they have contrived to land any forces 
otherwise than by air. Their air-horne 
troops, however, are no mere detachment, 
of the dimensions of the British contingent 
of parachutists that made a landing in 
Southern Italy some months ago. The 
Germans are doing everything in their 
power to compensate for their lack of sea 
transport, and have been landing men in 
Crete not by companies, but, as the news 
both states and implies, by divisions: they 
are, in a word, going all out for the 
conquest of the island. We would not set 
too much store upon the departure of King 
George of Greece from his short-lived 
sanctuary in Crete: the whole island is 
very small—less than half the extent of 
Munster—and his withdrawal suggests 
nothing more than a wise reluctance to 
embarrass the defenders. It is abundantly 
clear that the Germans were thoroughly 
familiar with the location of his 
residence; for the first flight of 
parachutists is said to have landed within 
a few hundred yards of it, and the King 
himself, cut off from the main body of 
the friendly forces, seems to have con- 
trived his escape only by means of an 
adventurous and difficult journey. His 
departure assuredly does not imply any 
intention, on the part of the allied 
Command, to evacuate the: island. If 
anything is certain, it is that there will 
be no surrender of Crete unless and until 
the German assault becomes irresistible ; 
for its occupation by the Germans would 
be an extremely serious blow to Great 
Britain’s hold upon the Eastern 
Mediterranean. 

The military men of every nation will 
be studying the reports of this battle with 
unflagging interest. It is not the first 
occasion on which parachute and air-borne 
soldiers have been used as the shock- 
troops of an invasion: the Germans 
employed them, with varying success, 
against Poland, Norway, Belgium and 
Holland. It is, however, the first occasion 
on which they have been employed on 
so large a scale, and have taken the place 
of troops who normally would be conveyed 
by sea. Even before this war Germans 
had acquired a reputation for their skilful 
replacement of goods and materials which 
they did not possess by érsatz products, 
and it cannot be denied that they have 
applied the same skill—often with 
remarkable success—to the conduct of war. 
So long as Britain remains the dominant 
Power in Mediterranean waters, their 
hopes of an invasion of Crete, or anywhere 
else at a distance from the mainland, are 
doomed to failure, and they are making 
the very best of a bad job. As usual, they 
have displayed remarkable thorough- 
ness in their  preparations—which 
must have been made with almost 
incredible speed, since it is only a matter 
of a few weeks since the last British 
soldier left the mainland of Greece. 
Whether they can maintain the fempo of 
the invasion remains to be seen. The 
Royal Navy still commands, at the very 
least, the waters south of Crete, and it 
is not unreasonable to assume that 
reinforcements can be, and are being, 
rushed to the island from Egypt, to 
balance the constantly arriving stream of 
air-borne Germans. This is not, and in 
the nature of things cannot be, a conflict 
of big battalions: the island is too small, 
and the dangers of arrivals are too great. 
The chief fear, from the Allied point of 
view, is that it may not be possible te 
bring reinforcements of troops with suffi- 
cient speed. British reserves of man- 
power in the Near East are strong, but 
Generél Wavell cannot dare to detach too 
many soldiers from the force which at 
present is guarding the Egyptian frontiers 
against the Panzer divisions in the neigh- 
bourhood of Sollum, and it could be very 
dangerous to weaken the defences of the 
Canal Zone against a possible attack via 
Syria. Nevertheless, the Allied forces in 
Crete—who cannot be greatly, if at all, 
superior in numbers by now to the enemy 
—have held their own with tenacity for 
six days, and neither British nor German 
communiqués suggest that the Germans 
have over-run any considerable extent of 
the island. The Royal Air Force will go 
a long way to even the odds if it can main- 
tain its long-distance raids upon the 
Germans at their bases in Greece and 
their points of arrival in Crete,

19390, to February, 1940, 359 child 
pedestrians were killed. In the corre- 
sponding months of 1940 and 1941 
that number had increased to 558, 
During the war, as before the war, deaths 
are most common among children between 
the ages of three and eight. Few of the 
children were killed after dark, so that the 
unusually high number cannot be 
attributed to the effect of the “ black-out.”’ 
A message from the Press Association on 
the subject attributes the severe rate of 
mortality to the fact that more children 
are amusing themselves by taking rides 
on slow-moving vehicles, and playing on 
| the road around stationary cars. When 
the death-rate among the children of a 
country reaches so high a figure as three a 
day, the country in question should take 
steps to safeguard them, and the citizens 
of other countries should be duly warned 
by the example. The suggestion that the 
increase is mainly due to the fact that the 
children persist in taking “ lifts” on 
moving vehicles, and playing games 
around stationary ones, should point a 
moral to tha inhabitants of this city. 
In any of the poorer districts of the city— 
as, for example, in the neighbourhood of 
Ringsend—almost every slow-moving lorry 
that one sees has a crowd of little children 
about it, all trying to jump up on to the 
back bumper, and none of them particular 
whether some other less fortunate child 
is knocked under the wheels of a 
’bus. Frequently, too, the cars and 
lorries gain speed unexpectedly, and the 
children have to: jump off while the 
vehicles are travelling at a high speed. 
Another practice all too prevalent in this 
city is the habit of playing “hide and 
seek,” and all its variations, on the road, 
using a’ stationary car as the centre of 
operations. This game, along with the 
practice of playing ball in busy thorough- 
fares, leads to the habit of running out 
into the middle of the road without even 
a cursory glance at the oncoming traffic. 
The Dublin children must be-taught road- 
sense. There are many playgrounds and 
public parks all over the city; the 
children must be taught to use them. It 
is true that the Garda Siochana returns, 
which were issued last week, show a big 
decline in the number of road accidents 
during the quarter ended March 31, but 
this decline was due to the shortage of 
petrol rather than to the virtuous 
behaviour of the youth of the city. The 
people of Dublin should not be slow to 
learn a lesson from Britain’s experience ; 
they should teach the children that the 
roads are not playgrounds. 
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Off the Peg 


One of the problems of the newly- 
commissioned British officer in the last 
war was to keep within the limits of the 
£50 allowed for the purpose when he was 
purchasing his uniforms and equipment. 
The equipment had a fairly “ standard '' 
price, and, apart from a few luxurious 
souls, all young officers used the same 
types of camp-bed, canvas bath and 
sleeping-bag.- It was the uniform that 
caused the overflowing of the £50 allow- 
ance. A commission was taken to have a 
certain sartorial significance, and there 
was a temptation to entrust the making 
to a firsteclass tailor, while boots and 
shoes also had to be of the best. There is 
evidence in the streets of Dublin that 
some of the young officers of the Irish 
Defence Forces have a nice taste in 
military tailoring; but, in the opinion of 
those who give thought to such matters, 
the British officer of the present war is 
nothing like so particular as was the 
British officer of the last war. His battle- 
dress uniform is, of course, virtually no 
different from that of the private and non- 
commissioned ‘officer; and his tunic and 
‘* slacks,’’ which gave him the scope for a 
certain amount of personal expression in 
clothes, lack much of the smartness that 
they might possess, Such is the argument 
of those who talk of military tailoring. 
We record it ‘rithout expressing either 
agreement or disagreement, It is notable, 
however, that the cheaper tailors, the 
firms which specialise in mass production 
of clothes, have long been in the field for 
naval, military and air force uniforms, 
while a well-known London firm now is 
advertising officers’ uniforms ready-to- 
wear. The mere suggestion of a ready-to- 
wear uniform—what sometimes is termed 
a suit of “ reach-me-downs’’—would have 
horrified the subaltern of 1914-1918. Still, 
great strides in the theory and 
practice of tailoring have been made 
since the end of the last war. A rich 
Minister of State announced in a debate 
at Westminster some twenty years ago 
that he was wearing a suif made by a tirm 
of “‘popular’’ tailors, and it may be 
recalled that a certain millionaire member 
of Parliament, who had the reputation of 
being one of the best-dressed men in the 
House, went into the cheap tailoring 
business. The fact that the British officer 
of to-day is satisfied to wear either a 
ready-made uniform or one from a firm 
with anything but a Savile.row reputa- 
tion, may be due to a desire to keep within 
the statutory allowance for his clothes, 
or it may be due to the democratisation 
of the Army. On the other hand, it may 
be due to the stern realisation that he is 
in the Army primarily to do a job of 
work, and that the job is vastly more 
important than the cut of tunic in which 
it is performed or the sharpness of the 
crease in his trousers.

GOODWILL SCHEME

ALEXANDRA COLLEGE GUILD

day. i 
Mr. W. E. Wylie, K.C., dealing with 
emergency economics, said that, while every- 
one believed that a dangerous time was 
ahead, not enough people were doing any- 
thing to prevent it. Too many people were 
inclined to blame the Government for 
| everything. Firm public opinion, unselfish- 
ness and endurance were necessary to deal 
with the problems created by increased un- 
employment and the shortage of food and 
fuel. After explaining the Guild of Goodwill 
scheme, for which, he said, he had received 
wonderful support, Mr. Wylie remarked 
that he believed premises had now been 
found for Goodwill Restaurants. The food 
and fuel uction company was going 
ahead, @ similar scheme had 
started in Cork. Now it was planned to 
start a sand and gravel and building scheme. 
The Guild of Goodwill, he added, should 
not be regarded as a charity. It was a 
non-profit-making business. 
During the discussion on communal feeé- 
ing, Mrs. Both described the work of,a 
feeding centre, and said that there was a 
very definite need for a number of such 
centres throughout Dublin.

Potato Blight 


Potato blight on farms is the subject 
of a new leaflet issued by the British 
Ministry of Agriculture. It contains 
sections on how blight begins, how t¢ 
spray or dust, and how to avoid loss of 
tubers in the clamps. It is recommended 
that local advice should be sought before 
spraying or dusting potatoes within ten 
or twelve miles of a large industrial 
centre. Spraying or dusting may do 
more harm than good in the neighbour- 
hood of industrial areas owing to the 
effect of acid fumes in the atmosphere.

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The Jersey Islanders Doing Well 


If it is true that ill news travels fast, 
it seems to be equally true that good news 
travels slowly. 

A New Zealander now 
Dublin provides an example. Among the 
population of German-occupied Jersey 
there are relatives of his, with whom he 
could not get in touch for a long time. 
He was worried about their welfare until 
he eventually found that they are in good 
health, cultivating their gardens and rear- 
ing fowl. 

Many of the best Jersey cattle were sent 
to the mainland, as the islanders call that 
part of England, but apparently a 
sufficient number were left behind to pro- 
vide some sort of milk supply.

A.R.P. Area, where, fortunately, about 
1,000 A.R.P’ wardens and members of 
all the voluntary rescue, ambulance 
and first aid services were found fully 
prepared, efficiently equipped and 
capable of dealing with the emergency. 
Two three-storey houses in Little 
Denmark street which were ear- 
marked for demolition by the Cor- 
poration were actually set on 
fire. The outbreak was realised by 
volumes of black smoke issuing from 
the buildings, and promptly an A.R.P. 
post warden gave the alarm to the 
message centre. Within a few 
minutes the A.R.P. Auxiliary Fire Bri- 
gade with engine and apparatus 
arrived, a line of hose was laid down, 
rescue ladders were run up the front of 
the buildings, and men in dark blue 
tin hats and black oilskin overalls 
broke their way into the houses. A 
great crowd collected, and was dealt 
with in orderly manner by the L.8.F. 


CASUALTIES REMOVED 


The flames were under control before 


they reached the roofs of the houses, but 
not before many arranged ‘“‘ casualties’’ 


had occurred. St. John Ambulance 
and Red Cross units promptly dealt 


with the ‘‘ casualties,’’ which included 


several stretcher cases that were con- 
veyed to hospitals in blue motor 
ambulances. 

A fine display of promptitude and 


efficiency was given in the rescuing 
of a “ casualty’

THE BRITISH FRONT 


It is, of course, incorrect—or, at 
least, it is premature—to speak of a 
“f front.” The width is too great, the 
numbers in presence too small, and the 
types of force too fluid, to warrant 
any such description. For all that, we 
have sufficient data on “which to 
establish a sort of continuity that will 
enable us to contemplate the situation 
as a whole more clearly. Parodying 
somewhat the old phrase ‘ Berlin to 
Bagdad,” we might say that the British 
front extends from Basra to Beirnt-—or, 
generally from salt water in the Persian 
Gulf to salt water in the Eastern 
Mediterranean. The distance is con- 
siderable—something over 800 miles as 
the Messerschmidt flies. 

In rear of the British front in this 
region are a succession of minor 
friendly territories, of which some are 
semi-protectorates and others man- 
datéd. From right to left these are: 
Kuwait, Sandi Arabia, Trans-Jordania 
and Palestine. Rashid Ali is stated to 
have made representations to some of 
these, without getting much satis- 
faction apparently. e Sultan of 
Kuwait derives a useful rental from 
his excellent deep-sea harbour at 
Kosima—only 135 miles steaming from 
Basra. Ibn Saud would probably ex- 
pect Britain to be as favourable as 
the Axis to any aim he might have 
of being King over all Arabia, Trans- 
Jordania and Palestine are mandator 
territories, in close contact wit 
Egypt: It is across these two last 
that any invasion of Egypt from Syria 
must, in the long run, arrive; because 
only Palestine contains any important 
resources 


CROSSING THE DESERT 


At the same time, tt would be a 
serious mistake to under-rate the pos- 
sibilities of motor transport acposs 
desert terrain. For some _ years 
now the route—Bagdad-Falujah- 
Ramadi-Rutbah-Damascus-Beirut — has 
been regularly traversed by huge motor 
coaches carrying thirty passengers and 
a ton of baggage. The time for the 
530 mile run was eighteen hours. So 
that evidently there is not much diffi- 
culty in the way of a sudden dash of 
limited purpose. We have already seen 
any examples of the kind in Libya 
by both adversaries. 

As to the British occupation of the 
fi.ward zone, we have not much data.

very vital point will be still further 
strengthened. Habbaniyah, also, is 
held and cap be reinforced, 
though not quite so easily—at 
least as regards heavy material.

There had not been any lack of in- 
dications of the attack on Crete by the 
a Wage a For one thing, it was the 
most obvious target—as well as being 
potentially useful for a stepping-stone. 
To quote the German official com- 
mentator, it was ‘‘a tactical goal.’’ 
Another sign was the increased British 
attacks on aerodromes in Greece and 
Rhodes. Then, too, there were the 
reports of German-controlled shipping 
leaving the Black Sea; of big con- 
centrations at Salonika; of adding to 
the garrisons of Mytilene, Chios and 
Samos. Assuredly, Marshal List did 
not scatter his troops among the ‘‘Isles 
of Greece’’ merely to spend the summer 
at the seaside in pleasant surroundings. 
Rather was his aim to seize the 
maximum number of small craft, 
with a view to multiple, small- 
landing invasion. Such a form 
of attack — if disposing of air 
superiority—stands a better chance of 
success in an island like Crete—long 
and straggling in shape, and with bad 
interior communications. In certain 
ways there is recalled the campaigning 
of Gomez in Cuba of half-a-century 
back. 

The first German air-landings aimed 
to get in rear of the British naval 
base at Suda Bay—which had, pre- 
viously, been heavily bombed. his 
direction was obvious enough, So, too, 
was that of the landings near Candia— 
half-way along the northern shore— 
the normal capital of the island, and 
where it might be cut into two. Also, 
across Mount Ida there lies the Gortyn 
plain, where an aerodrome might be 
extemporised. It is too soon to hazard 
an opinion as to the possibilities of 
the struggle. One report places the 
Greek troops in Crete at two divisions 
Ed — from any British or New 
Zealand units. If this is the case it 
should be very difficult to fly in enough 
strength to overcome them. Aerial 
strength is ideal to strike an initial 
— BEI follow it up it is less formid- 
able.
